BATTLE EXPECTED AT MUKDEN| , 


Japanese Gathering'a Large Force on 
the Liao Tung 


New Chwang, May i8th.—For 12 hours yesterday continuous firing was 
heard in the direction of Kai Hing. Russian scouts, sent to investigate re- 
turned this afternoon and reported that the Japanese under cover of a. gun 
fire had landed a force of ten thousand men at Suing Yen Cheng. The ad- 
vance of the Japanese was unexpected at the present time because rain has 
tonverted the country roads into mires. 

St. Petersburg, May <8th.—Sixty thousand men are en route to reinforce 
Kuropatkin and fifty thousand more are ready to start and when they have 
arrived it is confidently hoped the Japanese may be driven. from: Manchur- 
ian. and the invesion of Corea, begun. 

St. Petersburg, May 18th.—An alarming report comes from Mukden to 
the effect that the Japanese: have appeared in scime farce to the northr, 
west of Mukden between that city and Kirin. If true it is feared it means 
that Kuropatkin’s rear is threatened and it may be impossible for him to re- 
treet to Harbin should the exigencies of the campaign make such a mcv2 

advisable : 

The correscondent of the Lendon Post at Shanghai telegrarhs that Al- 
exieff has notified the Tartar genera! at Mukden that a big battle is expect- 
ed there and all Chinese must leave the tewn. 

Seow, May 17th.—It is reported that-a*Japanese force has cornered two 
hundred Russians north of Anju and is endeavoring tte starve them cut. 
The ohiy provisions in possession of of the Russians are those secured by 
foraging amd it is reported that the food of the besieged men will soon 
be exhausted. 

St. Petersburg, May 17.—The Journal says it is rep-ijied that General 
Kurogatkin will abendon Liao Yang; and retire upon Harbin, with 12,000 
men, and await there the arrival cf 5,000 men on their way from Khadoff, 
southern Russia, end the 50,000 which are about to »2 despatched from the 
Mecscow district. 

London, May 17th.—In the absence cf ectuwa news from the seat of war 
in the Fer Bast, London newsisapers this morning are commenting on what 
is believed to be the precarious position of General Kurepatkin, who is 
menaced by the possibility of the Chinese rebels cutting his communications 
as well as by the-difficulty of watching the Japanese plan of campaign. 
Tre Standard, which is rather anti-Russian in its news, admits that Kurc- 
patkin has ait his disposal south ef Mukden aimost 100,000 troops of in- 
Gefinite auality, only 75,000 of whom are available fcr operations while 
Generai Kuroki certainly hes 140,000 first-class troors, the equal to the 
European arm‘es. “Under such conditions,” the Standard says, ‘“‘the issue of 
battle is very seldcm doubtful.” 2 a ae 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent sends the following graphic description

We watshed anxiously, anticipating that each rush would enter 
the zone of the fire. The Japanes? were working around the sides of Kiu- 
Lien Bay to their position, when the Russian trenches suddenly poured a 
hurricane of rifle fire into them with deadly effect. For a moment the 
Japanese advance was weakened and recoiled, then railied and once more 
rushed forwurd across the stream, ot taining » some shelter in a dead 
anzle under the base of the mountain, the Russians not having guns, 
were unable to reply te the continuous fire of the Japanese artillery. Phe 
Japanese advance was now marked by prostrate bodies. Tn one inscance 
the Jepanese sheils did terrible execution among their own men, who 
vere ascending the slope. :

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RAILWAY FINANCING AS IT WAS 


On Tuesday, May 10th, a debate oc- 
wurred on the present condition and 
previous financing of the Qu’ Appelle, 
Long Lake & Saskatchewan and Cal- 
gary & Edmonton railways, as com- 
pared with the proposals of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. During ithe debate 
Mr. Oliver spoke as follows :— 


Mr. OLIVER. The charge of mal- 
igning the west and doing the coun- 
try harm oomes with bad grace from 
gentlemen who, during last session 
and this, have used every effort to 
show that this country is not capable 
of supporting another transcontinenf- 
al railway. It would come with bez- 
ter gracc from others than from men 
who are doing all they can to show 
such a railway is not a necessity and 
is bound to be a commercial failure. 

I think [I heard an hon. gentleman 
on the other side declars that the op- 
pcsition of his party to the Transcon- 
tinental Railway was a matter of 
conscience. It however is a matter 
of curiosity to hon. members on this 
side te understand how hon. gentle- 
men, who find this transcontinental 
scheme too great a streiich for their 
conscienses, «re able to justify on 
every occasion a railway transaction 
which, as we have been told time 
and again has subjected this country 
to a loss of some $16,000,006, that be- 
ing the amount of subsidy, given a 
company for the building of 555 
miles of a sepond or third-class prairie 
road, in excess of what it cost to 
build it. 

After Recess. 
The House resumed at 8 o'clock. 


Mr. OLIVER. At six o’clock I was 
addressing some remarks to you, Mr. 
Speaker, as to a matter of conscience 
on the part of our friends on the 
other side of the House, the gentle- 
men, who, du-ing two sessions of 
parliament have found their  con- 
sciences in the way of their support 
to the transcontinental proposition of 
the government, a proposition which 
will give Canada a railwiy 3,609 
miles in length, which will develop 
vast new and at present unknown 
areas of country. Their delicate con- 
dition of conscierce causes them to 
bring forward arguments as to pos- 
sibilities und eventualities which no- 
body but. themselves ever thov-zht of. 
Compare. that with the condition of 
conscience which has permitted them 
to take part in the institution and 
support of these railway transactions 
ijn the Northwest which are under 
discussion ond the circumstances of 
which it may be worth our while to 
recall. These gentlemen fird that 
the Dominion of Canada is throwing 
away its good money because it pro- 
poses to bonus the construction of a 
railway 38,600 miles in length to the 
amount of somewhere’ between 
twelve million and twenty million 
dollars and they are further in trou- 
bie because they are afraid that some- 
thing will be done with that $25,000,- 
000 of common stock which the com- 
pany may issue and that may not re- 
sult in profit to the people. These 
ideas would be al! very well if they 
eame from semebody else; but they 
are not when they come from gentle- 
men who have beca parties to a trans- 
action which accordiny to the re- 
turns, stands to cost the promoters 
$6,600,000, as against a cost to the 
country of = $22,334,000; and these are 
the figures in the report of the De- 
partment of Railways and Canals, 

The Calgary and Edmonton and the 
Qu'Appeile, Long Lake and Saskat- 
chewanrailroads cost $6,600,000, and 
hat. the country has paid in 
Saf these two roadsithe fol- 
Waisounts in Jand end cash; 
‘fant octhe Calgary and Edman- 
ton, 1,90; acres, and in land to 
the Prince Albert linc, 1,600,600 acres. 
This land is valued at three dollars 
ap acre, and no man can buy an acre

$4,800,000. They also received a bonus 
in cash of $60,000 a year for twenty 
years, whick is equivalent to a ca - 
italization of $1,000,000 to each rail- 
way. The stock issued in respect to 
the Calgary and Edmonton road 
which has recently been paid for by 
the Canadian Pacific . Railway, 
amounted to one half million dollars. 
The bonds on the Calgary and Ed- 
monton amounted to $5,474,000 and 
the bonds on the Qu’Appelle, Long 
Lake and Suskaichewan to $3,800,009. 
The Calgary and Edmorton railroad 
stands to cost the people of this 
country in cash, land and bunds, $12,- 
734,606, and the owners of the road 
only say that it cost them $3,600,060. 
The people of Canzda are the people 
who are buying these lands and as 
I have said already, they cannot buy 
an acre for three dollars, or for less 
than four dollars, according to the 
best information I have. It is the 
people of Canada who pay the inter- 
est op the stock and the interest on 
these: bonds, in the business which 
they give the road. So that wher- 
ever the money came from in the first 
place, or -wherever it has gone’ to 
since, the interest on the whole cost 
comes out of the people of Canada 
and the whole cost to them in respect 
to the Calgary and Edmonton Rail- 
road is $12,734,000. In regard tos 
the Qu’AppelJe, Long Lake and Sas- 
ketchewan railway, the total cost was 
$9,600,000, or $22,334,060 on 559 miles 
of railroad which cost the owners 
$6,600,000, one line of which is today 
and has been for 2 month out of com- 
inission, by reason of inefficiency of 
vonstruction—because,~ I venture to 
say, the alleged $12,000 a mile wae 
never put into the road. The dif 
ference then between what the peo- 
ple of Canada have got and what the 
people of Canada have given in re- 
spect of these two railroad enterprises 
is the differeace between $22,334,000 
and $6,600,000, a difference of nearly 
$16,000,000, which this country has 
given and for which it has not a 
cent’s worth to show. 

Yet the party which put through 
this transaction in the first place, 
which hus stood by it through 
thick and thin, which today in this 
House ‘has hurled accusations against 
members on this side becaus: they 
ventured to speak of it, this party 
which has put this country to an un- 
questionable loss of $16,000,000 in re- 
spect of 550 miles of prairie railroad, 
finds its conscience strained to the 
breaking point, throws up its hands 
in holy horror, sets the heather’ on 
fire from end t» end of this Dominion 
because the government undertakes to 
secure the building of a railway 3,600 
milés in leagth, partly over moun- 
tains, and chiefly through an un- 
known region, at a cost to the coun- 
try of $15,000,000. 

These are the same gentlemen who 
have in the press and in the House 
—and we understand they propose to 
take other wecks and possibly months 
in amplifying the question—these are 
the gentlemen who are agonized to 
their inmost souls because there is to 
be an issue of $25,000,000 of common 
stock of the Grand Trunk Pacific, a 
company which must build a rail- 
road 1,800 miles in length across the 
prairie, over the mountains to the 


Pacific coast, a railroad company 
which must provide rolling stock, 
which must provide financial re- 


sources for the operation of a rail- 
road not only 1,800 miles in length, 
but 3,600 miles in length. They want 
us to believe apparently that this 
company has only to hold up its dish 
and the clouds will rain money into 
it. They are horrified to think that 
| besides having the privilege of issue- 
ing $20,000,000 of preferred stock, 
when the company has to put $20,- 
010,000 worth of rolling stock on the 
railroad, they should have the further 
privilege of issuing $25,000,000 of 
common stock, when out of that com- 
mon stock the company must provide 
for the financing of their whole raii- 
way, for all increase in operating 
plant, and for all betterments in the 
western division. 

Mr. SPROULE. Mr. Speaker, I rise 
to a question of order. 

Mr, OLIVER. I was not wishing to 
argue the question of the Transcon- 
tinental Railway. I was arguing the 
question of conscience on the part of 
hon. gentlemen oppcsite who find 
their conscience so0 badly strained in 
accepting this proposition in regard 
to the issus of Grand Trunk 
Pacific bonds, and yet who are able 
not only to stand by. this arrange- 
ment whereby this country has gone 
to the bad to the amount of $16,000, 
069. Who have not only justified it 
as far as their ability has gone, but 
have abused, ani vilely abused, hon,. 
gentlemen on this side of the House, 
who, in the protection of the inter- 
ests which they are sent here for the 
purpose of protecting, adversely crit- 
icisé this very remarkabic .

A Broken-Backid Railway 


The sittings of Monday and Tucsday 


were rendered interestinz by a decided- 
ly warm discussion which centred 
around the Calgary and Edinonton and 
Qu’Appelie, Long Lake and Saskatch- 
ewan, (otherwise Prince Albert) rail- 
ways. What precipitated the discussion 
was the fact that the Prince Alfoart 
iine which connects Regina and Prince 
Aitert by way of Saskatoon haa been 
cut of operation ever since the ice 
broke in the spring, washing out the 
track where it crosses the Qu’ Appelle 
river at Lumsden, and carrying away 
he bridge across the Saskaichewan at 
Saskatcon. Previous to this occurrence 
the stormy weather of February, March 
and Apri: had rendered the operation 
of the line very difficult, and as a 
consequence, from the end of Febru- 


ary until noo; the line hag practically | 


been out of business, with no ‘prospect 
ef its effectively resuming througn 
traffic until the waters cf the Qu’Ap- 
peile subside and until the bridge 
across the Saskatchewan can be re- 
paired, which must still be a matter 
cf weeks. Under ordinary. circumstan- 
ces the fact that a whole country, that 
is, the Battleford amd Princo — Albert 
districts, with a population of forty 
or fifty thousand, were cut off from 
raijwey communication for two months, 
would be a very serious affair, but 
added to that is the tremendous inrush 
ef setticra mow. secking to locate along

Peace River Investigatior 


The Peace river investigation, which 
has been running fer some weeks, he- 
fore the Agriculiural Committee, reach- 
ea ‘the end of its first stage this morn- 
ing. The evidence of Mr. Macoun was 
closed on Tuesday morning and a sub- 
committee has been appo.nted to re- 
view his evidence and report. As at 
the beginning of tune procecdings of 
the committee in this connection, so at 
the end, even ‘to the appountment of 
the committee, the combined and con- 
centrated effort of tke members of 
the Opposition was first to support Mr. 
Maccun in blackening the Peace river 
country, then to cut the investigation 
as ehwrt as possible, end finaliy to 
prevent any further acticn being taken 
through a sub-committee as proposed. 

A Sort reference to the points 
brought out by the examation cof 
Mr. Macoun may be in order: 

He first alleged that the sci] of the 
Peace river country was a thin layer 
of mould lying directly on blue ciay 
which was impervicus to water or to 
the penetration of tree or grass roots. 
On cross-examination, he confined the 
country of this nature to a smeli area 
of the Spirit river region, acknowledg- 
ing that the soli "throughout the) rest 
of the Peace river country that he ex- 
amined was firsi-cless. 

He had said that the country was not 
good for grain and was still worse for 
cattle. On crcss-cxamination, he ad- 

mitted that the pasture was excellent, 
thet there was fcienty cf hay, water 
and shelter availaple, and that the sea- 
sen of feeding was) not more than four 
months. He ‘retreated altogether from 
his first position by saying that when 
he said the country¥ was not good for 
cattle raising he meant cattle ranca- 
ing, or winter grazing. 

He had said that the country was 
not fit for imported hors:s and that 
-orses must be bred in that country 
as imported animais were subject to 
disease. On cross-exam nation he could 
not tell who had told him that horses 
were subject to disease; he had seen 
no sick horses, and he Kaew of none. 

He had given as proof that the 
Grand Pruirse was net adapted to set- 
tlemeat the statement that every 
settler who had gone in there had lefi 
On crogs-examination it was develop- 
ed that he only knew cf — who had 
gone: Mr. John Grant, f Edmenton, 
a man over seventy years of age, tig 
Son-in-law, and an American wi ith 2 
family cf seven chibirejy. Nene of 
these had told him why they were 
leaving the Grand Fra‘rie, and on fur- 
ther examination he admitted that the 
difficuities of transportat! on at the pre- 
sent tims, were & aufficient reasc'. 

He had said that the ci-mate was tco 
cold for agriculture because the itl- 
tude was tco great and the lati tudr 
teo far north. On cress-cxamination it 
was develcped that hie own meteoro- 
iegical records showed a leas unfav oR 

abie temperature than the correspon 
ing record at either Regina, ‘Calgary a 
Edmonton for the past season; am 
that the agricultural experimen 
which hed come under his observati Be 
were, all things considered, favorable 
rather than unfaverable, as indicatin 
the agricultural capabilities cf ihe 
country. On the subject of altitude it 
was shown that he had placed the ai- 
titude at 2,300 feet, without havi ing 
measured it himself cr being able to 
give any authority which vclaced it 
higher than 2,000 feet. The altitude of 
the farming ccuntry around Edmonton 
being 2,800 feet and over, and in much 
the same latitude. was sufficient evi- 
dence that the altitude of Peace river 
was not too great. 

He had said tht the differenca be- 
tween the climate of the valley end 
ef ihe upland was sufficlent ta ac- 
count for the success of agriculture in 
the valley while he contended that it 
coufd not be successful on the plateau. 
But on cross-examinatien he read from 
Dawson, Horetzky and his own father 
opinions based on observation to the 
direct contrary. 

Drive. from hie position that the ai- 
iitude and latitude of the Peace river 
were such as to prevent profitable ag- 
riculiure, ne then declared that its ais- 
ability was because of its sub-Alpine 
fore’ that is, because it was ciose 

o the mountains, while his own evi- 
ets in the main examination showed 
that the cioser to the mountains ths 
better the climate was. 

When the sub-committee reporis it 
may be expected that there will be a 
renewa: of the tactics of the Oppo 
sition members in their effort to dis- 
credit the West as a means of dis- 
trediting the Government's railway po:- 
icy for the development of the West.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
Lands in Manitoba or the 


minion 
Northwest ‘Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 


steaded, or reserved to provide woo: 
lots for setilers, or for other pur- 
peses, may he homestéaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of 2 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may he made per- 
sonally ‘at the local land office for 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 

ttawa, the Commissiene: of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A_ settler 
whe has been granted.an entry for 
a homestead is required by. the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of. the following; 
plars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and caltivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirement: of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such persun residing with the father 
or mother. 


(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and bas obtained 
entry fer a second homestead, the 
rejuirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
irst homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintir of the first 
homestead. 


(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above: is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


shim. 


* settler who avails himself of the 
provisions f Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 4) acres ef his homestead, 
er substitute 2) head of stock, with 
puildings for their accommodaticn, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
‘enced. 


Every homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalied, and the iand may be 
again thrown open for entry.

Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application fer patent the settler 
siust give six months’ notice it-writ- 
ing to the Commission of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of nis intention 
to do so.
